Chester  F.  Lay.  seventh  president  of  the  University,  as- 
sumed his  duties  January  1,  1945.  During  his  administration,  South- 
ern has  realized  its  lonj;  dream  of  becoming  a  university,  as  the 
three-college  plan  became  effective  in  the  fall  of  1945.  A  native  of 
Southern  Illinois,  he  has  declared  an  objective  for  Southern  of  devel- 
oping a  great  regional  university  that  will  serve  as  an  educational 
and  cultural  center  for  this  area,  educating  its  youth  and  adults, 
carrying  on  fact-finding  studies  of  its  resources,  and  providing  a 
wide  range  of  services  for  all  the  people  of  Egypt. 

President  Lay  is  ably  assisted  in  policy-making  by  the  Council  of 
Administration,  which  is  made  up  of  sixteen  members,  seven  chosen 
from  the   faculty,  seven  representing  the  administration,  and  two

Willi  the  reorganization  of  Southern  into  a  three-college  university,  three 
men  were  appointed  as  deans  of  the  three  colleges:  Dr.  Eugene  R.  lair.  Dean  of 
the  College  of  Education;  Dr.  Talbert  W.  Abbott,  Dean  of  the  College  of  Liberal 
Arts  and  Sciences;  and  Dr.  11.  J.  Rehn,  Dean  of  the  College  of  Vocations  and 
Professions.  Also,  because  of  the  expansion,  it  was  necessary  to  appoint  two  full- 
time  student-life  deans:  Helen  A.  Shuman.  Dean  of  Women,  and  Dr.  Arthur  J. 
Ter  Keurst,  I  >ean  of  Men. 

Dr.  Talberl  W.  Abbott  came  to  Southern  in  1928.  He  received  his  Ph.D. 
from  the  University  of  Illinois.  Before  becoming  Dean  of  the  College  of  Liberal 
Arts  and  Sciences  in  the  summer  of  1945,  he  was  the  Professor  of  Organic 
Chemistry.  Director  of  Extension  Service,  and  Director  of  the  Placements  Service. 

Dr.  Eugene  R.  Fair,  Professor  and  Dean  of  the  College  of  Education,  came 
to  Southern  in  the  summer"  of  1945  from  the  Mankato  State  'Teachers  College, 
Mankato.  Minnesota.  Dean  Fair  received  his  Ph.D.  from  the  State  University  of 
Iowa  and  ha-,  dune  post-doctoral  work  at  the  University  of  Minnesota. 

1  >r.  11.  J.  Rehn.  Dean  of  the  College  of  Vocations  and  Professions,  taught 
at  tin-  Universities  of  I  iregon,  Texas,  and  Chicago,  at  the  State  College  of  Wash- 
ington, Chiao-Tung  University  in  China,  and  at  Temple  University.  He  received 
his  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  Washington  in  1  '30. 

Mr.  P.  I',.  Pent/,  Professor  of  History,  came  to  Southern  in  1914.  He  was 
the  Dean  of  Men  from  1935  to  1945.  In  his  own  words.  "In  depression  years  I  faced 
the  problem  of  student  aid;  in  the  war  years  the  problem  of  student  morale.  I 
found  my  faith  in  ilu-  dependable  adulthood  of  college  youth  fully  justified." 

Miss  Lucy  K.  Woody  came  to  SINU  as  a  member  of  the  Department  of 
Home  Economics  in  l'MP  She  became  dean  of  women  in  1926  anil  head  of  the 
departmenl  of  Home  Economics  in  1(>21'.  When  the  college  enrollment  increased, 
she  asked  to  be  relieved  of  the  dean's  work  in  order  to  devote  more  time  to 
teaching. 

Dr.  Arthur  J.  Ter  Keur-t  came  to  S.I. XT',  in  June.  1945  from  Western 
Illinois  State  Teachers  College,  where  he  served  as  dean  of  women  and  as  director

Coach  "Abe"  Martin's  1945  football  team  was  the  lightest  in 
the  school's  history  and  it  was  built  around  the  three  returning 
lettermen.  They  were  Captain  Sam  ?Jilosevich  at  left  tackle,  Bill 
Eaton  at  left  guard,  and  Leedio  Cabutti  at  left  end. 

However,  several  returning  veterans  and  some  very  good  fresh- 
men reported  for  practice  in  the  fall. 

Southern's  schedule  included  seven  games,  three  home  games 
and  four  on  the  road.  The  Maroons  had  a  very  good  gridiron  sea- 
son, winning  four  of  the  games,  tying  two,  and  losing  one.  Northern 
Illinois  Teachers  College  at  DeKalb  nosed  Southern  out  of  the 
conference  lead  in  the  final  game  of  the  season.

The  Maroons  opened  the  1945  football  season  at  Jonesboro, 
Arkansas.  September  12,  and  defeated  Arkansas  State  6-0.  On  Oc- 
tober 6,  Southern  again  met  the  Arkansas  eleven  on  the  Maroons 
home  field,  and  Arkansas,  aided  by  fumbles,  held  Southern  to  a 
6-6  tie. 

Conference  competition  in  the  Illinois  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
Conference  began  on  <  >ctoher  13,  at  Carbondale,  with  Southern 
opposing  the  Illinois  State  Normal  University  eleven.  Southern 
finally  hit  its  stride  and  won  over  Old  Normal  by  a  score  of  33-19. 

The  next  game,  a  conference  game,  was  away  from  home.  It 
was  played  at  Charleston,  and  the  Maroons  were  held  to  a  scoreless 
tie  by  the  Eastern  Illinois  Teachers  College  team.

The  Homecoming  game  was  staged  on  Saturday  afternoon.  Oc- 
tober 27,  with  Southern  scheduled  to  meet  Western  Illinois  Teach- 
ers College  of  Macomb.  It  was  a  hard  fought  battle  all  the  way 
with  Western  leading  for  the  first  three  quarters,  but  the  Maroons 
came  to  life  in  the  final  period  and  chalked  up  two  touchdowns.  The 
final  score  was   13-6,  in  favor  of   Southern. 

On  November  3,  the  football  team  journeyed  to  Kirksville, 
Missouri  to  defeat  the  Kirksville  teachers  by  a  score  of  13-0. 

In  the  final  engagement,  and  the  deciding  conference  game  on 
November  10,  the  Maroons  traveled  to  DeKalb  to  lose  to  the  North- 
ern Illinois  Teachers  College  Huskies,  13-7.  Prior  to  that  encounter. 
Southern  was  in  first  place  in  the  II AC  with  two  wins  and  a  tie. 
This  loss  placed  the  Maroons  second  behind  the  "Huskies"  in  con- 
ference competition.

Stinson  and  Stotlar  broke  in  as  regulars  and  played  the  greater  part  of  the 
season  with  Cabutti,  Milosevich,  and  Sheffer. 

Sheffer  won  high  scoring  honors  in  conference  competition  by  tallying  145 
points  in  eight  league  game-.  Against  Old  Normal  Sheffer  set  a  high  -coring 
record  l>\  chalking  up  36  points.  The  old  mark.  30  points,  was  made  by  John  Sebas- 
tian of  Southern. 

Thus  the  1945-4-6  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  cagers  ended  the  sea- 
son by  winning  19  games  and  losing  five,  to  place  2-1  th  in  won  and  lost  column 
in   the  nation.

This 
was  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  Southern  that  its  baskeball  team  has  won 
the  championship. 

At  the  end  of  the  Kansas  City  Tournament,  sportswriters  and  tourney  of- 
ficials gathered  to  name  a  mythical  National  Intercollegiate  All-Star  team  on 
the  basis  of  the  week's  play.  Gene  Stotlar,  Maroon  forward,  was  placed  on  the 
first  squad.  The  mythical  second  team  had  three  SINU  men  on  its  roster.  They 
were  Don  Sheffer,  forward,  Ouentin  Stinson,  center,  and  Sam  Milosevich,  guard.
